Mr» Tracy has endeavored to .follow the 
instructions issued during previous 



inspections^ The procedures now in effect in the Identification 
Division have been studied during previous Inspections and 
surveys, and are being studied continuously by personnel of 
the Identification Division, in an effort to increase production 
by streamlining, by eliminating unnecessary operations, and by 
the use of time-saving itiechanical devices. Spot-check inter- 
views with hew employees indicate Mr. Tracy Is meeting these 
employees shortly after they are assigned to the Identification 
Division, remedying a condition noted in a previous inspection. 

During the period from July 22 to August 28, 
1953, 200 employees handled the classification of $0,000 finger- 
print cards by voluntary work before and after regular working 
■hours at home and on a Saturday. On the average one person 
could classify 200 cards a day, and it would have taken 250 
employees to complete these 50,000 cards in one working day. 
The names of these employees are set forth in the November, 
1953, issue of ''*The Investigator". Each employee also re- 
ceived a letter of commendation* 

The toj) supervisory staff of the Technical 
Section have been, and still are^ classifying all personal 
identification cards on their own time. 

Most of the employees begin work promptly 
at 8:00 AM and quit promptly at I^.:30 PM even though the delin- 
quency figur,es are high. Because 200 employees classified 
50,000 fingerprints, as mentioned above/ personnel matters 
are rated very good. Mr. Tracy's average daily voluntary 
overtime for July, August and September, 1953, was 2 hours 
15 minutes.

Mr. Tracy stated that his personal physician^ Dr. Earl 0. Breeding^ 

1 confirmed the fact that loss of hearing was believed experienced in his left 
ear subsequent to 1949. 

There is no doubt but what Mr. Tracy has a definite loss of 
hearing as evidenced by his annual physical examinations subsequent to 1949 
and that the condition of his hearing was satisfactory prior thereto. Ji 
appears that two points are in question in the case; one being sufficient 
proof that the Joss of hearing is based on work related conditions and since 
this is a medical question it is believed that Ji/r. Tracy's physical reports 
plus Compensation forms CA-^l and CAS should be furnished to BEC so they 
can consider this aspect of his cliim and in the usual case where they feel 
additional evidence is necessary to establish a claim they will specify 
what is desired. The other point in question concerns ^failure to report 
an injury within the specified requirements of BEC* Regulations of BEC 

H state t "That all original claims for compensation for disability shall be 
made wiMn sixty days after the injury. All original claims for compensation 
for death shall be made within one year after the death. For any reasonable 

cause shown the Administrator may allow original claims for compensation for 
disability to be made at any time within one year. Failure to give notice 
of injury or to file claim for compensation for disability or death within 
the -time and in the manner prescribed by this Act shall not bar the claim 
of any person thereunder if such claim is filed within five years after the 
injury or death and if the Administrator shall find (l) that such failure 
was due to circumstances beyond the control of the person claiming benefits, 
or (8) that such person has shown sufficient cause or reason in explanation 
thereof, and material prejudice to the interest of the United States has not 
resulted from such failure;, and upon such finding the Administrator may waive 
compliance with the applicable provisions of the Act. " 

Mr. Daniel G. Goodacre, Chief Claims Examiner, BEC, recommended 
4^23-^54 that all pertinent reports of medical examination with Compensation 
forms CA-l and CA^B be furnished to his agency for review and if additional 
data is desired the Bureau would be so advised to obtain and furnish this. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That authority be granted to transmit the originals of the 
attached Compensation Forms CA^l and CA^'S and Photostats of pertinent 
reports of medical examinations afforded Mr. Tracy from 1938 to date.

ASSISTANT DIRECTOR STANLEY J. TRACY RETIRES

Assistant Director Stanley J. Tracy retired from the Bureau's service 

on May 31,, after completing :more than twenty years with the FBI, 

During. Mr. Tracy's years of servic|e as head of the Identification Division 
the number of fingerprint,cards in file has leaped from a pre-Pearl Harbor total 
of 22, 000, 000 cards to the ^esent^ay^total of over 130, 000/000 cards,. 

Therfull-scale^):nobiliza^^^ of. service personnel and defense workers which 
followed Pearl Harbor strained Ident^s facilities and only the most meticulous eye 
for detail and the keenest analytical ability could help keep the ever-increasing 
volume of the Identification Division's. work progressing snaoothly, Tinie has 
proved that Director ^Hoover chose a man with just those qualities to head that 
Division. 

.Mr. Tracy began his .FBI career on September 11, i933; Before /joining 
the ranks of Bureau personnel he had compiled many years of government ^service, 
having. been affiliated with the War and -Treasury Departments, the Department of 
Labor, The Naturalization Service and the Veterans Administration.^ He also 
practiced law in Utah. 

As an Agent, Mr. Tracy served at Salt Xiake City, San Francisco and at 
the Seat of Government as a supervisor. Fronxl934,, until his appointnxent as 
Assistant;Director in September, 1941, he worked in the Director's Office as an 
Assistant to Mr. Hoover. 

After conapleting high school during WorldWar I Mr, Tracy entered military 
service. Upon his discharge-he secured employment with the government and, 
following a work-study schedule at The George WashihgtomUniverLsity Law School,

he received his X»L. B. degree in 1925. At the University he was a member of the 
track teami and edited the year book. 

Mr. Tracy is a member of the District of Colximbia Bar, the Utah State 
Bar, and has been admitted to practice before the United States Supreme Court. 
Assistant Director Tracy is a member of the American JLegion, Signja Nu fraternity. 
International Association of Chiefs of Police, International Association for Identification 
and the Rotary International. For years he has been active in the American Federation 
of Government Employees and The George Washington University Alumni Association. 
He is currently serving in the important post of President of the General Alumni 
Association of the University.
